To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Failsworth  Urban 
District  Council. 

Miss  Barnes  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  Interim 
Annual  Report,  as  per  Article  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside 
London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  Section  14  (3)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
Order,  1926,  and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2,067,  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1941. 

Certain  statistics  are  omitted  by  reason  of  the  Registrar’s  figures 
not  being  to  hand. 

This  Annual  Report  is  curtailed  even  compared  with  last  year’s  brief 
report,  owing  to  the  necessity  for  economy  in  paper,  and  many  figures 
and  interesting  comments  have  had  to  be  omitted,  but  even  in  these 
unsettled  times  much  is  being  learned  which  will  be  of  value  in  the  future. 

I have  particularly  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  very  real  support  to  all  the  schemes  I have  suggested,  and  it  was 
certainly  not  their  fault  that  the  proposed  scheme  for  the  treatment  of 
scabies  did  not  come  to  fruition. 

I should  like  also  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  other  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  the  valuaule 
assistance  and  practical  help  given  throughout  the  year.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Failsworth  is  a compact  Urban  District  of  1072  acres,  of  which  9 
acres  are  covered  with  water. 

There  is  a gradual  rise  from  286  feet  above  sea  level  at  the 
Manchester  extremity  to  354  feet  above  sea  level  at  the  Oldham 
extremity. 

The  district  is  divided  into  two  Wards — the  Lower  near  Manchester, 
and  Higher  nearer  Oldham.  This  division  is  effected  by  the  Rochdale 
Canal,  which  passes  through  the  district. 

The  sub-soil  is  chiefly  clay,  with  sand  and  gravel  in  places  ovet-lying 
the  coal  measures. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS,  ETC. 

The  district  is  entirely  industrial,  the  staple  industry  being  cotton 
spinning  and  manufacturing. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  83  males  and  60  females  were  unemployed. 

During  the  last  five  years  the  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  granted 
in  the  Township  was  : — 1937,  £5,427  15s.  lOd.  ; 1938,  £7,014  13s.  Id.  ; 
1939,  ,£7,199  6s.  6d. ; 1940,  £'4,820  14s.  Od.  ; 1941,  £3,836  19s.  5d. 

No  gratuitous  medical  relief,  beyond  the  Poor  Relief,  is  instituted  in 
the  district. 

A public  mortuary  is  erected  in  the  yard  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals. 

No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  existing  between 
the  Urban  District  Council  and  the  various  hospitals  serving  the  area. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  provision  is  made  for  nursing  in  the  home  by  the  Local  Auth- 
ority, but  in  cases  of  general  sickness,  two  nurses  of  the  Failsworth  and 
New  Moston  Sick  Nursing  Association  are  available,  and  visits  are  made 
upon  the  written  request  of  a medical  practitioner.  No  arrangement  is 
made  by  the  Local  Authority  with  the  Nursing  Association. 

The  County  Authorities  maintain  one  nurse  for  duties  in  connection 
with  their  tuberculosis  scheme. 

Midwives. 

No  midwife  is  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority.  There 
are  two  midwives  on  the  Register,  and  both  are  actually  practising. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  joint  scheme  with  Oldham  has  worked  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year,  and  has  remained  unchanged. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  available  at  the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  University  of  Manchester,  and  tuberculosis 
specimens  are  also  examined  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  County  Council 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Ante-Natal,  Child  Welfare,  Minor  Ailments,  Dental,  and  Ophthalmic 
Clinics  for  this  district  are  under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council,  and  are  held  at  Firs  Hall,  Oldham  Road. 

A Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic  provided  by  the  Local  Authority 
is  also  held  at  Firs  Hall,  by  appointment.

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I he  total  notifications  for  1941  show  a considerable  decrease  com- 
pared with  1940,  and  only  a very  slight  increase  when  compared  with 
1991,  after  taking  into  account  the  fact  that  in  1991  Measles  and  Whoop- 
ing Cough  were  not  notifiable. 

There  was  a considerable  decrease  in  Scarlet  Fever  and  Pneumonia, 
whilst  a disease  which  is  generally  known  to  be  commoner  in  war-time — 
Cerebro-spinal  Fever — increased  slightly. 

There  was  a welcome  reduction  in  Diphtheria,  although  there  were 
five  deaths  from  the  disease.  One  death  occurred  in  the  case  of  a child 
who  had  been  only  partially  immunised.  Two  children  who  had  com- 
pleted the  immunisation  course,  and  two  who  were  undergoing  immunisa- 
tion also  contracted  Diphtheria,  but  in  a mild  form  only. 

.A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  by  the  Council,  free  of  charge,  for  the  treatment  of  Fails- 
worth  residents.  Three  hundred  and  seventy-six  thousand  units  were 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners  during  1941. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  considerable  prominence 
to  which  has  been  given  throughout  the  country  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
by  way  of  the  Press  and  the  B.B.C.,  all  possible  steps  have  been  taken 
by  your  Public  Health  Department  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  scheme, 
which  was  inaugurated  at  the  beginning  of  1941. 

During  the  year,  1956  children  completed  the  full  course  of  im- 
munisation under  the  Failsworth  scheme.  This  represents  96.77  per 
cent,  of  the  child  population  of  the  district,  or  27.5  per  cent  of  the  “ under 
five  ” population,  and  42.86  per  cent,  of  the  “ five — 15-year-olds.” 

From  this  it  is  seen  that  whilst  the  response  in  respect  of  children  of 
school  age  has  been  quite  good,  the  acceptance  rate  for  children  under 
that  age  has  remained  too  small. 

Various  measures  adopted  to  increase  these  rates  included  film  pro- 
paganda, the  distribution  of  literature  to  householders  throughout  the 
district,  and  the  sending  of  special  postcards  to  the  parents  of  children 
attaining  their  first  birthday.  This  last  measure  appears  to  be  having 
the  desired  effect,  although  only  slowly,  as  the  majority  of  acceptances 
now  being  received  apply  to  children  under  two  years  of  age. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  local 
Clergy  and  Teachers  on  behalf  of  the  Immunisation  Scheme,  and  would 
ask  them  to  continue  in  their  efforts.  As  previously  stated,  the  onlv 
possible  aim  is  100  per  cent,  of  Failsworth  children  immunised. 

In  addition  to  the  Diphtheria  immunisation  scheme,  free  immunisa- 
tion material  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department  and  supplied  on  request 
to  the  practitioners  of  the  district. 


There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough  notified  during  the  year. 
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In  April,  a supply  of  Whooping  Cough  Vaccine  was  made  available 
at  the  Health  Department,  to  local  medical  practitioners,  on  the  same 
lines  as  the  Diphtheria  immunisation  material,  for  use  in  necessitous 
cases.  This  has  been  much  appreciated  and  largely  used  by  the  doctors. 

Arising  from  the  present  conditions,  an  increasing  number  of  cases 
of  Scabies  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  cleansing  station  in  Failsworth,  and  cases 
have  to  be  treated  by  their  private  doctors.  By  arrangement  with 
Oldham  Corporation  it  was  agreed  that  severe  cases  might  oe  admitted 
to  Westhulme  Hospital,  Oldham,  but  owing  to  the  number  of  Oldham 
cases  awaiting  treatment,  this  has  not  been  possible. 

As  in  the  case  of  infectious  diseases  generally,  a visit  is  paid  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  household,  and  advice  given.  The  usual 
facilities  for  disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding  are  available. 

Endeavours  have  been  made  to  establish  a cleansing:  centre  for 
Failsworth,  at  the  First  Aid  Post  and  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic,  the  only  suit- 
able premises  available,  but  consent  to  do  this  has  been  withheld.

Methods  of  Dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

On  receipt  of  a notification  the  house  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  particulars  as  to  character  of  house,  number  of  occupants, 
schools  attended  by  children,  inilk  supply,  etc.,  are  obtained,  and  any 
possible  source  of  infection  is  thoroughly  investigated.  If  school  chil- 
dren are  concerned,  the  headmaster  of  the  school  attended  is  at  once 
notified,  and  children  from  the  house  are  not  allowed  to  attend  school. 
The  laundries  in  the  locality  are  notified  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
Isolation  of  the  patient  is  insisted  upon,  and  if  this  cannot  be  satisfac- 
torily carried  out  at  home,  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the 
patient  is  removed  to  the  Westhulme  Isolation  Hospital,  Oldham ; 
Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester ; or  the  Borough  Hospital,  Ashton-under- 
Lyne. 

Printed  instructions  as  to  methods  of  isolation,  etc.,  are  left  at  the 
house.  Izal  fluid  and  soap  are  supplied  free  of  charge.  Houses  where 
cases  are  being  treated  at  home  are  kept  under  observation  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

As  soon  as  the  patient  is  certified  as  being  no  longer  infectious,  the 
infected  room  or  rooms  are  fumigated  with  formaldehyde  vapour,  and 
the  walls  sprayed  with  formalin.  Bedding  is  removed  for  disinfection 
by  steam  in  the  Oldham  Corporation  Disinfector. 

Any  nuisances  and  defects  at  infected  houses  are  noted  and  dealt 

with 


In  cases  of  enteric  fever,  special  sanitary  receptacles  are  provided, 
and  the  contents  disposed  of  by  the  sanitary  authority. 

During  the  year,  94  houses  have  been  disinfected,  and  articles  of 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfector 
belonging  to  the  Oldham  Corporation. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  provision  of  hospital 
treatment. 

There  has  been  no  action  taken  to  shorten  the  period  of  stay  in 
hospital  of  uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  but  where  efficient 
isolation  and  supervision  can  be  obtained,  the  patient  is,  as  indicated 
above,  allowed  to  be  nursed  at  home. 

When  school  intimations  of  infectious  disease  are  received,  any 
pupil  or  person  found  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  disease  is  imme- 
diately isolated  and  contacts  examined. 

The  following  schools  in  the  district  were  disinfected  : — Senior  Boys’ 
School,  Senior  Girls’  School,  Mather  Street  School,  Holy  Trinity  School, 
St.  Marv’s  School,  Stansfield  Road  School,  and  St.  John’s  School. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  in  the  district,  the  disinfection  of  all 
clothing  being  carried  out  by  the  Oldham  Corporation. 

No  facilities  exist  in  the  district  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  is  quite  efficient,  and 
no  action  has  been  necessary  in  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in 
the  milk  trade,  nor  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons 
suffering  from  the  disease. 

The  duties  of  tuberculosis  visitation  are  carried  out  by  the  staff  of 
the  County  Council.  Paper  handkerchiefs  and  cardboard  sputum  cups 
are  kept  in  the  Health  Department,  and  are  given  on  demand. 

Disinfection  of  the  rooms  and  bedding  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  when  the  patient  dies,  removes  from  the  district, 
or  enters  sanatorium. 

One  hundred  and  six  examinations  of  sputum  were  made  by  Dr.  G. 
Fletcher,  13  of  these  being  positive  and  93  negative.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Description  of  Special  Arrangements  or  Action  Taken  for  the 

Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths  and  Cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

(1)  Ante-Natal. — Abnormal  cases  go  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Man- 
chester and  patients  pay  according  to  their  means. 

The  Municipal  Hospital,  Boundary  Park,  Oldham,  takes  Public 
Assistance  cases,  and  also  private  paying  patients. 

Crossley  Hospital,  near  Brook  Street,  Manchester,  takes  paying 
patients. 

(2)  Supply  of  Midwives. — No  midwife  is  employed  or  subsidised  by 
the  Local  Authority. 

There  are  two  midwives  on  the  Register,  and  both  are  practising  in 
the  District,  their  patients  being  mostly  insured  persons.  Other  patients 
are  dealt  with  by  or  through  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  at 
Boundary  Park,  Oldham. 

(3)  Consultants. — Where  difficulties  arise  the  patients  are  sent  to 
the  Municipal  Hospital,  Boundary  Park,  Oldham,  or  St.  Mary’s  Hos- 
pital, Manchester. 

(4)  Hospital  Beds. — Ample  provision  in  respect  of  hospital  accom- 
modation is  available  within  easy  reach  of  the  District,  and  no  difficulty 
has  arisen  in  this  respect.  The  Hospitals  available  are  as  follows  : — 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester  ; the  Municipal  Hospital,  Boundary 
Park,  Oldham;  and  the  Crossley  Hospital,  Manchester,  according  lo 
the  circumstances  of  the  case.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

1 he  district  obtains  its  water  supply  mainly  from  the  Oldham 
Corporation,  which  is  obtained  from  moorland  gathering'  grounds,  and 
is  procured  within  ten  miles  of  the  district.  No  cases  of  lead  poisoning 
have  occurred.  1 lie  water  supply  is  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in 
quantity. 

Some  14  houses  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  and  one  Poultry 
Run,  situate  in  Stott’s  Lane,  are  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corpora- 
tion, with  the  consent  of  the  Oldham  Corporation. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Medlock  adjoins  the  Sewage  Works,  and  receives  the 
sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  south-east  border  of  the  district. 
The  sewage  effluent  has  satisfied  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 
On  the  opposite  boundary  of  the  district  is  the  Moston  Brook,  which 
flows  into  the  river  Irk.  No  complaints  have  been  made  of  this  brook 
during  the  year.  A smaller  brook,  named  Lord’s  Brook,  flows  into  the 
Medlock,  and  another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

One  new  sewer  has  been  provided  during  1941  — 

Albion  Street  110  lin.  yards  9in.  earthenware  pipes. 

The  smoke  or  water  test  is  applied  to  all  drains  before  being 
covered  in. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most  of 
the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  by  water-carts,  and  are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings. 
House  drains  are  well  trapped,  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated. 
The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works. 

Treatment  of  Sewage  at  Disposal  Works. — The  dry-weather  flow 
of  sewage  is  approximately  1,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The  sewage  enters 
the  works  through  a cast-iron  pipe,  3 feet  in  diameter,  and  passes  over  a 
water-wheel,  which  breaks  up  the  solids,  and  at  the  same  time  works  a 
lime  mixer.  The  crude  sewage  is  treated  with  lime  and  ferrous  sulphate 
and  passes  through  two  detritus  tanks,  on  through  six  upward  flow  tanks 
to  two  settling  tanks,  after  which  it  flows  into  twelve  sprinkler 
filters,  the  effluent  being  subjected  to  humus  tanks  and  strainer  filters 
before  being  discharged  into  the  river  Medlock.

A 20-h.p.  “ Vulcan  ” Refuse  Collector,  with  all  metal  body  of 
6J  cubic  yard  capacity,  along  with  a horse  team  and  an  extra  team 
working  part  of  the  week,  carries  out  the  work  of  refuse  collection. 
Four  loaders  and  one  driver  are  employed  on  the  “ Vulcan  ” 
Freighter,  and  one  driver  and  loader  are  employed  on  the  horse  and 
cart  in  the  emptying  of  ashbins,  ashpits  and  pails  ; a special  barrel  or 
tumbler  cart  is  used  for  the  removal  of  night-soil  from  the  pail  closets. 

The  extra  horse  team  is  employed  five  mornings  each  week  in  the 
emptying  of  ashbins  and  is  engaged  the  rest  of  the  week  in  the  cartage 
of  covering  material  to  the  Broadway  Tip. 

Overtime  has  been  necessary  on  account  of  salvage,  and  in  this  con- 
nection the  use  of  a Rescue  Vehicle  for  collection  of  bulk  salvage  has 
been  of  very  considerable  help. 

DISPOSAL. 

Nightsoil — This  is  discharged  down  a specially  built  chute  to  the 
sewer.  The  chute  is  flushed  with  a hose-pipe  (which  is  connected  to  a 
standpipe)  after  each  discharge,  and  as  the  inside  walls  of  the  chube 
consist  of  white  glazed  bricks,  no  smell  or  evidence  of  the  night-soil  is 
visible  after  the  hose-pipe  has  been  turned  on. 

House  Refuse. — This  is  disposed  of  by  what  is  known  as  Con- 
trolled Tipping;  low-lying  land  is  being  filled  up,  which  will  ultimately 
become  an  asset  to  the  district  in  the  shape  of  playing  fields  or  recreation 
grounds. 
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Salvage. — The  salvage  of  bottles,  black  scrap  and  other  metals, 
bones,  rags,  and  paper,  has  been  carried  on  vigorously  during  the  year. 
A sum  of  ;£»(3d4  15s.  Gd.  has  been  realised  by  the  sale  of  these  materials, 
as  compared  with  ,£,'609  18s.  2d.  for  1940.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a ) Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  dairy  farms  in  the  district  is  now  five ; the  number 
of  dairymen  and  milk  purveyors  (excluding  cowkeepers)  is  91,  including 
45  milk  shops.  The  majority  of  the  shops  (41)  sell  only  bottled  milk, 
the  remaining  four  using  covered  milk  vessels. 

Eighty-five  visits  were  paid  to  farms  during  the  year,  and  particular 
attention  given  to  those  samples  of  milk  from  which  showed  high 
bacterial  content.  Milk  shops  have  been  periodically  inspected. 

A large  pasteurising  plant  owned  by  the  United  Co-operative  Dairies 
is  situated  in  the  district.  This  has  been  inspected  periodically  and  the 
recording  charts  checked.  Samples  have  also  been  taken  periodically  for 
bacterial  count.  In  this  connection  I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Public  Health  Department,  Manchester,  who  forward  me  copies  oS 
reports  on  bacterial  analysis  of  samples  of  milk  supplied  by  this  dairy  to 
certain  of  their  institutions. 

During  the  year  the  management  found  it  impossible  to  comply  with 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  and  accordingly  the  licence 
held  by  them  under  the  Order  was  suspended. 

A short  term  pasteurising  process  was  then  carried  out,  and  as  this 
complies  with  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regnlations,  1941,  the 
management’s  application  for  re-licencing  was  granted  on  the  13th  De- 
cember, 1941

All  slaughtering  for  this  district  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chadder- 
ton  is  now  carried  out  at  a central  slaughter-house  in  Failsworth.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  inspect  all  animals  slaughtered. 

Butchers’  shops  have  also  been  inspected.  The  Public  Health  Meat 
Regulations  of  1924  and  1935  have  been  observed  in  every  instance  but 
three,  when  verbal  cautions  were  given,  two  being  complied  with,  and 
work  being  in  hand  in  respect  of  the  other. 

Premises  registered  have  been  periodically  inspected.  In  the  case 
of  those  used  in  the  Sale  and  Manufacture  of  Ice  Cream,  cleansing  in 
one  instance  and  structural  defects  in  another  were  remedied  following 
informal  notice.  In  the  case  of  premises  registered  for  the  preparation 
of  preserved  food,  five  premises  were  cleansed  following  verbal  caution, 
and  in  one  further  case  the  work  is  in  hand.  Cleansing  was  carried  out 
on  hawkers’  premises  in  two  instances,  following  verbal  caution,  all  such 
premises  being  inspected  periodically,  as  are  also  hawkers’  carts,  eight 
hawkers  being  licensed. 

In  all,  461  visits  were  paid  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored 
or  sold,  not  including  slaughterhouses.  Twenty-four  informal  notices 
have  been  served,  22  of  which  were  complied  with,  the  remainder  being 
in  hand. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken.

A licence  was  granted  to  20  firms  for  the  keeping  of  Petroleum,  to 
which  the  Petroleum  Acts  apply,  each  licence  being  for  the  duration  ol 
twelve  months. 

All  the  petroleum  is  kept  in  separate  stores,  specially  constructed  of 
fire-proof  material  throughout,  and  the  Regulations  otherwise  complied 
with. 


AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  the  First  Aid  Party  Depot  and 
Ambulance  Services,  organisation  of  a Gas  Identification  Service,  and  of 
schemes  for  dealing  with  contaminated  food  and  clothing,  and  as  Control 
Room  Representative  in  connection  with  P'irst  Aid  Services.  T he  Addi- 
tional Sanitary  Inspector  has  given  courses  of  lectures  in  Anti-gas,  High 
Explosive  and  Incendiary  Bomb  Control.  A squad  of  eight  men  has 
been  trained  to  deal  with  contaminated  food,  the  scheme  for  dealing  with 
such  food  being  joint  with  Oldham  and  five  other  Local  Authorities.
